UXDER WHICH KING? 


The Bodie Free Press has on several 


occasions suggested that the counties 
•f Mono, Inyo and Alpine do not prop- 
erly belong to the State of California. 
In a late iasue it says: "Situated as 
they are east of the great natural bar- 
rier, the Sierra Nevada, our relations 
from a geographical point of view are 
with the State of Nevada. In order at 
the present time to' reach the capital of 
our State we most pass through the 
capital of Nevada, and afterward truvel 
twelve hours by rail to' reach our des- 
tination. This in one of the inconsis- 
ttnces and inconveniences of our con- 
dition its a part and parcel of the State 
of California. A more serious phase of 
the subject, however, is the fact that 
the industry of our own section is not 
Homogeneous to that of the main por 
tics, of the State. There is, in fact 
throughout that vast portion oi Cali- 
fornia which is agricultural a feeling of 
positive hostility to mining, brought 
about in great measure by the conflict 
ql interests between the hydraulic min- 
ors of the mountains and the ranchers 
of the valleys. This hostility takes the 
iorm'bf actual or attempted invidious 
legislation at every session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of late years, and it is 
not improbable that our interests may 
jet suffer a severe blow- from this 
source. On the other hand, Nevada is 
a mining State almost exclusively, and 
its legislati»n:in»y naturally be expected 
to foster tnoae interests apon which the 
prosperity of the counties east of the 
mountains depend 
exclusively. The 


segregation of this territory from Cali- 
fornia is possible, and is well worth the 
thoughtful attention of our people and 
our public men." Thi* scheme has 
been agitated for the past ten years, but 
the Legislature of California has al- 
ways refused to cede any poition of 
its territory to this State, greatly to the 
deteriment of the people who live east 
of the bierru Navada range, for what is 
claimed as trne by the Free Press for 
•ts section, applies with equal force to 
;i!l of the country north of Rtmo.

Mr. Stanford saw Piedmont on tiiesday 
la»t for the first time and after s short 
ride behind- him dosed tbe trade, fay- 
ing $30,000 for ike »?i»al- Piedmoat 
is by Almont, and in 1875 won a four- 
year-old stake, getting a record of 
2:30%. He did not trot again until 
1879 when he was defeated in two races. 
The following Spring he was handled 
by Peter and Johnson, and since then 
he has trotted 17 races winning 14, tak- 
ing second money in two and the third 
in one. In 1880 he won a stake for 
2:30 stallions, time 2:21%. and last 
year captured the free-for-all stallion 
race, trotting the fourth heat in 2:17%. 
Santa Clans is the only stallion that 
ever beat him in a race and Piedmont 
bent him last July. Stanford also pur- 
chased from MrJ Morgan the six-year- 
old mare, Happy Dream, by Happy 
Medium, and will breed her to Elec- 
tioneer.
